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GRAND WORK OF 
THE RED CROSS 


Statistics recently published by 
the Alberta Red Cross reveal astound- 
ing conditions of the lack of medical 
service, hospital service ang adequate 
knowledge and facilities for the main- 
tenance of health standards in the 
world’s sections of that Province. In 
the year 1917, out of five thousand 
four hundred births in Alberta out- 
side of the cities, four thousand nine 
hundred and forty-two, or ninety-one 
and a half per cent. received no med- 
ical attention. It is true that this is 
the extreme record so far as Western 
Canada is concerned, taken at the 
period when the drainage of meiical 
men for service overseas was at its 
height, but it remains rather an ap- 
palling fact that over half of the 
children born in rural districts of 
the prairie provinces come into the 
world without the benefit of medical 
attention for the mother or the child. 
In 1919 records show that out of 
every thousand babies born in Alber- 
ta, one hundred and ten died before 
they reached the age of one year. in 
official statement the Red Cross 
claims three-quarters of these deaths 
were due to ignorance and _ were 
therefore preventable. 

The promotion of'public health has 
been undertaken by the Red Cross 
throughout all the civilized countries 

as its principal peace time object and.! 
in each of the Canadian Provinces the 
Red Cross is undertaking to provide 
services which will ameliorate some 
of the most distressing phases of || 
these conditions. :To bring this about 
the Society js turning for material and 
active of the plains tg the various Pro- 
vincial Health Departments for assis- 
tance and co-operation with the ef- 
forts of voluntary organizations oper- 
ating with health and welfare, ‘and 
thirdly by bringing into effect a wide 
spread educational propaganda to 
demonstrate the primary principles 
which should be carried out in the 
home for the prevention of disease. 

This work as it has been organized 
{n each prevince differs only in detail. 
In- Alberta the prinejpal effort of the 
Red Cross has been to organize hos- 
pital service with the fsolated new set- 
tlements in that province where the 
need is greatest. Three Red Cross 
cottage hospitals are already in op- 
eration in Alberta and others are un- 
der way. The latest one of these to 
be established is a fully equipped mod- 
ern cottage hospital in the Peace Riv- 
er district. 

In Saskatchewan the Red Cross is 
putting into service this year one or 
imore travelling dental laboratories. 
These consist of motor trucks fitted 
for dental use, in charge of a qualified 
practitioner. These cars will start 
out this spring travelling in the isolat- 
ed portions of the province, from 
schoo) house to school house, offering 
their services first of aj] to the child- 
ren in the schools. 

In' Manitoba the inauguration of a 
province wide scheme of nursing ser- 
vice has seen its definite beginning. 
Acting in co-operation with the Pro- 
vincial Health Department visiting 
nurses have hen placed in several

THE BY-ELECTIONS 


There were two by-electiops on Sat- 
urday, for the commons, one in York- 
Sunbury, in New Brunswick, and the 
other in Yamaska, Quebec. The gov- 
ernment candidate was elected in New 
Brunswick by about a thousand maj- 
ority, over his opponent, @ farmer can- 
didate, named Lambert. 

In Quebec, the Liberal was elected 
by one thousand six hundred majority 
over the ‘Liberal-Conservative, while 
the. Farmer candidate was hopelessly 
outclassed, he only receiving three 
hundred and fifty votes. 

The two parties therefore remain in 
the same position as before. 

The vote shows that in the east the 
Farmer movement has not the same 
hold on the people as in the west, and 
that they will there probably adhere 
to the old party lines to a large extent. 

The vote also shows that there is a 
smouldering hatred against the gov- 
ernment and the party that piloted 
the country through the war, and hat- 
red of the conscription law of 1917. 
Tn. fact, this cry was used for all it 
was worth against the government 


- candidate and was the cause of his de- 


feat. 

Solong as this spirit exists, so 
long will, we believe, the loyal people 
of Canada resent Quebec’s attitude in 
this matter. While, no doubt, there 
is fault onQboth sides, Quebec must 
drop her attitude of bitterness against 
the rest of Canada for being loyal to 
the Empire, otherwise there can never 
be that harmony between the provinc- 
es which should exist to make this 
a happy, harmonious and prosperous 
country. 


THE MADNESS OF SINN FEIN 


(Fram the London Times) 


To those who best understand the 
psychology of the Irish people, - the 
folly of the Irish extremists is almost 
as criminal as the deeds they perpet- 
rate. Obsession by their own real 
and imagined wrongs has deprived the 
leaders of the Sinn Fein movement 
of all sense not only of morality but 
of proportion. It is no answer that 
they should charge the government 
with connivance at crime on the part 
of their own servants or with  pro- 
longed. ang obstinate maladministra- 
tion, for in their blind anger they 
themselves are injuring Ireland far 
more than’ they are injuring Great 
Britain. Not only have they involved 
Irish trade, industry and commerce 
dn immense loss, but their policy has 
Tent Ireland herself in twain. The 
economic boycott of Ulster is, for in- 
stance,ua direct blow at the peace and 
prosperity of the whole island. Un- 
doubtedly it isseriously affecting Bel- 
fast; but it is,a’ the same time, engen- 
dering feelings of bitterness between 
Trishmen which bode ill for future 
union. Moreover, it would now seem 
that, emboldened by their employment 
of economic pressure as a_ political 
instrument at home, the Sinn Fein 


leaders propose to boycott British 
goods until “the British war of ag- 
gression’ shall cease. The sugges- 


tion would, in view of the economic in- 
terdependence of these islands, be 
ridiculous, were {it not that the future 
of Ireland is largely in the keeping of 
the men who have seriously made it. 


’ A great body of opinion in this coun- 


try is prepared, from a sense of jus- 
tice and fair play, to recognize the 
right of a self-governing Ireland to 
control her own trade policy; but can 
Sinn Feiners really believe that this 
new weapon of their devising, so 
manifestly two-edged, will serve them 
to reinforce Ireland’s claim to that 
right? They would indeed be better 
advised to refrain in the interest of 
their country, from foolish and pro- 
vocative defiance of this nature. Yet, 
though Ireland must be by far the 
heavier loser in a contest of this 
kind, it brings no comfort to thinking 
Englishmen that she should rush upon 
her fate.

GREATEST GAINS: IN BELFAST 
CITY, WH&RE ONLY. ONE NON- 
UNIONIST GOT A. SEAT. IN 

. -PARLIAMENT 


Belfast, .May © 27.—The Unionists 
have done. better in the elections than! 
they anticipated, the Sinn’ ‘Feiners 
worse than. their prophets predicted, 
and the Nationalists no. more than 
they looked for. The Unionists, there- 
fore, are the only party in Ulster to- 
day not disappointed. 

All, howéver, -are colebrating=the 
Unionists because they have won; the 
Nationalists and Sinn Feiners because 
they, have made their protest against 
the partition of Ireland and believe 
the protest will have its effect on the 
minds of the peoples of the world. 

The Unionists expected to win 34 of 
the 52 seats, including those for the 
Univeristy, which will be decided on 
Saturday. ‘They will probably get 
nearer 40 seats, ; 

Daniel McCann, chief Iieuteyant in 
Belfast of Joseph Devlin, the Natlonal- 
ist leader, had hoped for 12 seats, but 
did not really believe that more than 
12 Nationalists and Sinn: Feiners 
could- be returned, and he proved. a 
good prophet. 

DEVLIN HAD HIS TROUBLES 


The counting of the ballots: will not 
be’ completed probably until the end 
of the week, but so far as the returns 
go, they show that the Unionists made 
their greatest gains in Belfast, where 
it is expected they will have 15 or 16 
seats. Joseph Devlin is the only Na- 
tionalist or Sim Feiner who will have 
a seat for Belfast in the new parlia- 
ment, if he decides to sit there, and 
even he was beaten in his own strong- 
hold for first place on the poll by his 
Unionist opponent, T. H, Burn. His 
colleague, Alderman Byrne, was at 
the bottom of the list, with only 311 
votes_or 10,000 fewer than his leader. 
This was due to the Nationalists giv- 
Ing all their first votes to Devlin, 


DID NOT KEEP THEIR PACT 


“Thef Sinn Feiners did better than 
Byrne, but on the first ballot . they 
were well behind the Unionists, and 
as apparently neither the Nationalists 
nor the Sinn Feiners kept their pact 
to give their votes to each other’s, can- 
didates, there was little hope for them 
in the second ballot. 

The Socialists here, as in other con- 
stituencies, lost their deposit, 

In Antrim things are going about 
as expected, the Unionists this even- 
ing being pretty certain of six of the 
seven seats, ee other going to Dev- 
lin... 

UNIONISZS GET THREE 
IN DERRY

In County Down, where ’Sir James 
Craig, Ulster premier-designate and 
Eamonn De- Valera, Repfblican Lead- 
er, were opponents, and where both 
will be elected, the seats Will be di- 
vided equally between the sides, two 
and two.- 

Th count in Armagh and Tyrone 
is belated.sand the results are not 
known. The percentage of votes poll- 
ed was very high in West Belfast. It 
reached 94,°and this figure was 
‘equalled in many constituencies, while 
nowhere was the percentage below 87. 
It is noted that in many instances the 
candidate whose name was first on 
the list, which was arranged alpha- 
betically, received the largest number 
of votes. For example,’Sir R. Ander- 
son, Unionist, had nearly 2,000 more 
than Prof, McNeil, in Derry, where 
the Sin Feiner was expected to head 
the poll. 

The ballots were counted. in sealed 
rooms, with police armed with rifles 
at the doors to prevent any. attempt 
to destroy the ballot boxes. 

The Nationalists probably will win 
eight seats and the Sinn Feiners faur.

' .A HEAVY BLOW 

The destruction of the Dublin cus- 
toms house constitutes the most  ser- 
fous damage since the rebellion. The 
building, of, which. nothing remains 
but the. shell; was erected during. the’ 
Irish parliament. and one of the most 
beautiful in Ireland... It had little to 
do with the customs but housed many 
of the chief, administration depart- 
ments, and its destruction is more 
disabling to the ordinary machinery of 
the government than if Dublin. Castle 
had-been burned. 

The local government board, whose 
function it is to control all Irish rep- 
in 
the building. .This board had been in 
constant conflict with various bodies 
repudiating allegiance to it and ally- 
ing themselves with the Dail Bireann 
and its records nowy a are completely 
destroyed. . 

PUBLIC LOSES MUCH 


All registrations and lists of share- 
holders, of public companies were 
kept in the building, which was also 
occupied by the stamp offices ‘and 
the stationery offices, in. addition to 
being the central headquarters of the 
inland revenue: department. Shortly 
betore two o’clock, Wednesday after- 
noon, numerous young men, heavily 
armed, entered the customs house 
and held up the staff, assembling 
them in the vestibule under. guard. 
Two dozen boxes, each containing 
four tins of petroleum and four bales 
of cotton waste were passed into the 
building. The invaders are said to 


| have numbered: about sixty, some of 


them carrying two revolvers each. 
POLICEMEN ARE SEIZED 


Three policemen ‘came in to see 
what was happening; \they were 
promptly seized, deprive of their 
weapons, and placed with the other 
prisoners. Petrol was poured over 
the most important documents and 
the building was set on fire in a 
number of places. -- The fire brigade 
was prevented from reaching the 
Auxiliaries 
soon arrived in motor lorries; the 
raiders fired on them from a building 
and eventually made a sortie. A 
regular battle ensued. 

Reinforcements of crown forces kent 
arriving, and under their protection 
the fire brigade got to work, but their 
task was hopeless. Troops’ poured in- 
to the district, Lewis guns and ma- 
chine guns from armored cars were 
levelled on the building and = every 
effort was made to hem in and cap- 
ture the incendfaries. By four 
o’clock, about fifty men had been ar- 
rested and carried away in lorries. 

Warly estimates of the casualties 
fixed the number of civilfans at five 
and one auxiliary killed and many 
wounded. Auxiliary police rescued 
the employees from the building, in- 
cluding several women, and escorted 
them outside the military cordon, 


QUTLOCK BRIGHT 
FOR THE FUTURE 


Governor of Bank of of “England Sounds 
an Optimistic Note 


London, May 26.—Few Englishmen 
are in a better position than Montagu 
Nortman, governor of the Bank of 
England, to estimate the industrial 
outlook of Great Britain and of the 
world. Addressing the association of 
bankers, Tuesday, he said: “Twelve 
years ago, in whatever direction you 
looked, there was nothing but dark- 
ness. We were fearful at the condi- 
tion of Europe, to say nothing of 
America. Comparing the position 
now with what it was then, I think in 
every direction conditions have im- 
proved. J really do. I have watched 
them closely. I\do not say that there 
is not trouble today in many places, 
but I see fewer countries in trouble 


1 now than I did then. 


“Signs are not absent of gradual 
emergence from those troubles which 
enveloped us a year ago, but I am 
more of an optimist today despite 
passing troubles than I have been at 
any time for years. In the last few 
months an agreement has been reach- 
ed with Germany. I believe if we can 
follow up that step with assistance to 
the League of Nations, we shall be 
doing not only Eastern Europe but 
also ourselves an infinite amount of 
good.”

The Council ‘endorsed the amend-

‘The mayor ‘entered and took his 
seat. 

Major R. C.: Lister wrote acknow- 
ledging receipt of Council’s letter re. 
permit to use Fair Grounds for annual 
camp, He will confer with the Com- 
‘missioners to make arrangements at 
an early date. 

The Commissioner, as Building In- 
spector, wrote'that Mr. John Baile had 
erected a frame garage on lots 32 and 
33, block 16,:a few feet from a frame 
barn on two lots, ‘It was within the 
‘second-class fire limits, and no permit 
had been taken, out, whereas other 
ratepayers had been refused permis- 

sion to erect frame garages within 
the fire mits. . 

Alf. Turnbull and, Stone moved that 
Mr. Baile be granted until June 11th 
in which to meet the conditions of the 
by-law regarding the\erection of out- 
buildings. Carried. 

‘Messrs, Bjorkeland, Malcolm and J. 
J. Gaetz, M.P.P., representing the 
Agricultural Society, ‘addressed the 
Council suggesting that tenders be 
asked for the collapsed building, and 
that a gallery be erected around the 
inside of the arts building, to cost 
about $500, and that the revenue de- 
rived from exhibits of merchants and 
others, amounting to about $180 
year, be given the city until the 
amount be returned to the city. 

Another plan was to remove part of 
the old building.to.a place near the 
dining-hall to be used for, various 
nurposes. 

Mr. Broughton contended we were 
unable to afford this expenditure at 
the present time. 

The mayor explained that the Citv 
was going to find it almost impossible 
to finance the city for the balance of 
the year and we had to face these 
facts at once. 

Commissioner Stephenson said the 
outlook was grave for financing, and 
he would not be surprised if the 
schools would be compelled to close 
down before the end of the vear for 
lack of funds. The additional expen- 
diture for schools was so great that 
he did not know where the money was 
coming from to run them. Therefore 
we must save every cent possible in 
the way of expenditure. 

Another scheme was to drop the 
gallery idea and fix up the old build- 
ing, the Society to pay half the ex- 
pense and the City the other half. 
The building was badly needed and 
was very useful. 

Commissioner Stephenson said it 
was impossible to raise revenue to pay 
the fixed expenditure of the city, and 
we should not expend one single dol- 
lar that we could not explain to the 
bank. 

Ald. Turnbull said if that was the 
case it was not wise to buy a thousand 
dollar truck. 

The Commissioner said he felt the 
truck was a good investment as, after 
trying it out, it would, he felt confi- 
dent, pay for itself in one year, as we 
ean now do our own work without 
hiring more labor. 

The mayor did not wish to settle 
the question now but he suggested 
referring it to the Commissioners to 

take the question up with the Agri- 
cultural Society Board. 

Ald. Turnbull and Goodey moved 
that the Council instruct the Com- 
missioners to investigate the erection 
ot the collansed building at the Fair 
Grounds and that the Commissfoners 
be empowered to spend up to $275 on 
. fifty-fifty deal with the Fair Board 
‘f they deem it advisable. 

Ald. Broughton said he would vote 
against the motion as he did not think 
we should spend a single dollar after 
hearing the Commissioner’s statement, 
as he (the Commissioner) was gener- 
ally sound in his stand in making 
statements regarding our finances.

A STOREHOUSE OF 
ENGLISH WORDS 


66 YEARS TO COMPILE 
A A DICTIONARY 


As long ago as 1857.the Philological 
Society (philology is the science of 
language) decided to begin the work 
of compiling a great dictionary which 
should contain every word in anv 
language, says an English newspaper. 

A week or two ago the iast word of 
the New English Dictionary was writ- 
fen. Nine huge volumes have already 
been published; the tenth and last 
will be on sale in 1923. 


Sixty-six years will have passed be- 
tween the first approval of the giant 
scheme and its completion. And what 
has been done in this time? Moye 
than twelve thousand pages, each of 
which measures about twelve inches 
by nine, densely covered with small 
print—these are the results of the 
labors of those who worked upon the 
dictionary. 


Half a million words are catalogued 
and explained in it; and’ the ways in 
which they are’used are shown by 
means of two million quotations from 
English writers of all ages. 


A MURDERER'S VALUABLE HELP 


The idea originated with Arch- 
bishop Trench, a writer of popular 
books on the fascinating study of 
hte As soon as the Philological 
Society haq decided to adopt it, a 
committee was formed to begin the 
gigantic collection. 

Voluntary helpers in all parts 
the world were asked to assist: and 
from them came in a_ ceaseless 
stream of words and illustrative quo- 
tations. One of the. most valuable of 
these voluntary helpers was Dr. Minor, 
the ‘murderer, who for twenty-five
